Question of Privilege, toy Dr. Albert.— This morning's 
Picayune having described the speech of Dr. Albert on the admission 
of women in the General Conference as an appeal to the prejudices 
of the men against the women, and also represented that the intelli- 
gence of the Conference favored their admission, but that ignorance 
and numbers prevailed against their admission, A. E. P. Albert arose 
to a question of privilege, whereupon Geo. W. Wells presented the 
following resolutions, which were referred to a Special Committee con- 
sisting of Geo. W. Wells, J. C. Hartzell, and Ernest Lyon: 

PROFESSOR WELLS'S RESOLUTION. 

Whereas, This morning's Picayune characterizes the speech of Dr. Albert 
yesterday, on the question of the admission of women to the General Conference, 
as an appeal to the prejudices of men against women; and 

Whereas, It also reports " the brain of the Conference as in favor of the 
women, but the numbers were against them," and "that the intelligent members 
of the Conference were much mortified at the result f therefore 

Resolved, That we regard such a description of Dr. Albert's speech as unjust 
to him and to this Conference. 

Resolved, That we emphatically deny that on this question the brains of this 
Conference favored the women, but that numbers and ignorance prevailed. 

Resolved, That we recognize the intelligence and honesty of conviction of 
those espousing both sides of the question, and the same honesty of purpose in 
their speeches and votes. 

Transfers Announced. — The Bishop announced the follow- 
ing transfers: Cyrus K. Woodson, an elder, from the Southwest Kan- 
sas Conference, and Thos.

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THE FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION 

SOCIETY. 



To the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society is com- 
mitted the great work of maintaining and aiding the educational work 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, both among white and colored 
people in the sixteen Southern States. The greatness of this work and 
of the responsibilities^ which it involves are not appreciated by the 
Church. There are congregations which give thousands of dollars for 
other benevolences and are satisfied with fifty or a hundred for this. 
The explanation is, that neither the pastor nor the people understand 
the magnitude nor the pressing needs of this educational work in the 
South. The schools of this Society are indeed one great university, 
with 315 teachers and nearly nine thousand students, in which in- 
struction is given in theology, medicine, law, college, English, and 
normal courses, and in at least twenty-five industries for young men 
and women. The economy with which these schools are administered 
has from* the first been highly commended by all who have visited 
them, and the sympathy and co-operation, morally and financially, of 
the Church should be forthcoming in larger proportion than ever. 

About three million dollars has been received and expended in the 
work of Christian education in the South. About five-sixths, or 
$2,500,000, have been expended among the colored people. The 
largest proportion of the expenditures among white people has been 
made since 1880. 

The present school property in lands, buildings, furniture, and 
libraries, the title to most of which is in the Society, is estimated to 
be worth $1,500,000. In addition, endowments have been secured 
for different schools amounting to over $300,000. 

From that beginning the work has grown until the Society has now 
under its direction 40 institutions of collegiate or academic grade, with 
315 teachers and 8,336 students. These institutions educate, in their 
professional and special schools, ministers, teachers, physicians, lawyers, 
dentists, and pharmacists, and teach more than a score of different 
trades in industrial schools. The great body of the students are in 
the English and collegiate preparatory courses of study. 

From the comparatively small income of the first years the receipts 
have steadily grown until for the year ending June 30, 1890, the in- 
come from all sources was $266,684. 
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JUBILEE CELEBRATION. 

In view of the providential beginning and development of this 
work, and of the great and growing responsibilities which confront 
the Society in its prosecution in so large a section of our country, it is 
proposed to celebrate the Quarter-centennial of its organization during 
the year 1891. 

Resolved, 1. That, as a Conference, we unite heartily in the proposed 
Quarter-centennial Celebration, and the presiding elders be instructed 
to apportion $3,000 to the various charges to be raised as a Centennial 
Jubilee Offerino-. 

Resolved, 2. That the month of May be set apart as Centennial Jubi- 
lee month, and that the second Sunday in May be set apart as Jubilee 
Sunday. 

Resolved, 3. That we request Dr. Hartzell to furnish each pastor 
with Jubilee Services for our congregations and Sunday-schools. 

GILBERT ACADEMY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

The fall term opened October 1st, and closed December 19th. The 
enrollment lor that term — small on account of the sugar season — was 
115. The winter term opened December 31st. There are now 220 
in actual attendance, and new scholars arriving almost daily. Steadily 
from year to year the number of boarding scholars increases. The 
Boarding Hail now feeds 120 persons daily. The bakery connected 
therewith furnishes all the bread and pastry used, the work being 
d'»ne by three of the students who have learned the business. 

The sewing-room turns out mattresses, making new ones and re- 
pairing old ones. Garments are also made and sold. 

The printing-office does all the printing of the institution and 
some outside job-work. 

The garden yields all the vegetables consumed. 

The farm produced the past year, 1,500 bushels corn, 1,000 bushels 
sweet potatoes, 80 tons sugar-cane, 9 barrels pea-nuts, 12 barrels 
onions, 15 barrels Irish potatoes. 

Tne carpentry class is now composed of five young men who can 
do work of fine quality, and seven or eight who are taking their first 
training. 

The authorities are negotiating for the rent of the land. 

Mr. Gilbert's bequest of $40,000 for endowment of the Industrial 
Department will, when received, make it practicable to develop the 
resources of the land and the industrial capacity of our youth.

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The dormitories are now altogether inadequate, and it will be com- 
pulsory on us to build larger. 

The demand for building accommodations has been such that it 
has not yet been possible to furnish necessary machinery for the in- 
dustrial building and for the farm. It is sincerely hoped that a good 
Providence may grant us the means for this re-enforcement of facili- 
ties. About $2,000 will be needed for machinery. 

The examinations of classes in May last, and in December, gave 
satisfactory evidence of the proficiency of students and of the good 
work done by the teachers. We refer" to the report of the Visiting 
Committee. 

There is a Temperance Organization in the institution, which has 
for several years been doing good work under the leadership of Miss 
Inez Godman. More than ninety-three young men and women therein 
stand pledged to abstain wholly from all intoxicating drinks, from the use 
of tobacco in any form, and from profanity. They almost universally 
keep their pledge. 

Connected with the work of this institution is the St. John's Gospel 
Mission, located at Baldwin, in a building formerly used as a dance- 
hall. Mrs. Godman has been active in establishing and guiding this 
mission. Mrs. Mary Karnik, a devoted missionary from New York, 
presides at the mission, and does faithful and successful work in res- 
cuing drinking men and gamblers from their sins. A Young People's 
Christian Association has been organized in connection with this mis- 
sion, with great promise of usefulness 

Bishop Mallalieu and Dr. McLaughlin recently visited the academy 
and the mission, bringing with them a blessing for us, and carrying 
away with them our benedictions. 

St. James Church, two miles north of us, was organized during 
the past year, the Rev. A. Gray supply. The money for the erec- 
tion of the church was in great part raised in connection with our 
work, $250 coming from the Church Extension Board, and $100 
from other sources. About $60 more were raised by the Rev. A. 
Gray. This new church is admirably located, and is destined to a 
great usefulness. 

The erection of a second mission church about two miles east 
of the academy is contemplated, so that there may be in this 
vicinity three centers of power for bringing souls to Christ. Young 
men preparing for the ministry can find in these pulpits a good 
opportunity for the exercise of their gifts. It is also designed, in 
the near future, to build a new edifice for Trinity, the Church at 
Winsted. 

These facts and these plans develop the proof that Gilbert Academy 
is not only a place for acquiring secular knowledge and industries, 
but for spreading the light of the " glorious gospel of the Son of 
God." 

Resolved, 1. That we renew the expression of our confidence in the 
administration of this well planned and growing school. 

2. That we give thanks to God, who put it into Mr. Gilbert's 
heart to leave $40,000 for endowment, and that, as a Conference, we 
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will co-operate to the extent of our ability with the Freedmen's Aid 
Society in any effort to create endowment and facilities for greater 
usefulness. 

3. That we give our blessing to faithful teachers who are un- 
selfishly devoting their energies to this good work. 

4. That we request the Bishop to reappoint Dr. Godman as 
president. 

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE FOR GILBERT 
ACADEMY AND AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

Your Committee beg leave to report that we were present at the 
examinations last May and last December. We witnessed and par- 
ticipated in the examinations, and were present at the public exhi- 
bitions. The classes in algebra, arithmetic, grammar, rhetoric, 
English literature, geography — all, with only occasional exceptions, 
such as must always be expected, acquitted themselves with honor, 
and displayed a good acquaintance with the subjects studied. We 
were specially gratified to observe that scholars had been trained to 
independent thought, and were able to explain their work, and to 
give appropriate answers in words of their own choosing. A class of 
ten intelligent, promising young men and women received the certifi- 
cate for the completion of the grammar-school course ; and in Decem- 
ber we were pleased to note that the majority of them were back 
again, pursuing the college preparatory course. 

In the Industrial Department there was an exhibition of architect- 
ural drawings by the class in carpentry which reflected great credit on 
their teacher, Miss Godman ; and the Committee awarded the prize 
of superior excellence to one of the number, Mr. T. C. Rankin. In 
the printing-office was a contest in type-setting among three young 
men, and Mr. Paul Kinchin carried off the prize. Prizes were also 
distributed among several of the graduating grammar-school class. 
The practical work in bread-baking, laundrying, housekeeping, farm- 
ing, and gardening is certainly well conducted, and produces excel- 
lent results. 

We can not too highly commend the success of the Industrial Depart- 
ment, and the economy which enables students to board at so low a rate 
(five dollars a month), and yet keeps the boarding-hall out of debt. 

Your Committee are impressed, by their observations, with the 
conviction that the farm and the carpenter-shop sorely need an outlay 
of money for machinery. We hope that the liberality of friends will 
supply this need. With best wishes for the continued growth and 
prosperity of this excellent school, we respectfully submit this, our 
report. J. W. Mougey, Chairman.

This is the only school 
for white people under the fostering care of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in the State of Louisiana. It is located in the 
center of the ' ' sugar-bowl" of the State, to which immigrants are 
daily coming from the Northwest. It receives the patronage and 
support of the best people in the community where it is located.

We shall be 
always happy in the attendance of our candidates for the ministry 
at the university located in the American Athens, and presided over 
by the scholarly Dr. Warren.

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

The past year has been one of very gratifying prosperity. The 
present enrollment is 481. The new building, having been in use for a 
year and a term, is found to completely answer all purposes; it is a 
model of comfort, convenience, and adaptability. The best part of 
any institution is the man at the head — provided he is what he ought 
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to be. Here we are particularly fortunate in having for our president 
Rev. Dr. L. G. Adkinson, one of the best educators, managers, and 
administrators that has ever been employed by the Freemen's Aid 
Society. He is one of the quiet, steadfast, and diligent type, and all 
the departments of the work go on without noise or confusion. This is 
his fourth year, and from the first the number of students has con- 
tinued to increase, and this year will witness the attendance of a much 
larger number and more mature young men and women than ever 
before. All indications are exceedingly encouraging. 

Besides the literary work of the institution, there are various 
shops where industrial education is given. There are the shops for 
carpentry, cabinet-making, tin-working, and a complete printing- 
outfit. Other trades will be provided for in due time. The young 
men, while improving their minds, are prepared to perform some 
useful labor; and if they employ the advantages that are afforded, 
they will be able to secure good positions when they leave school. It is 
really approximating the old Jewish idea of every boy learning a trade. 

While the boys are learning useful trades, the girls are learning 
how to sew and perform many domestic duties. One of the most re- 
markable and surprising facts in connection with this school is, that 
not a single servant, male or female, is employed to do any kind of 
work about the place. The grounds and building are nicely cared for 
by the boys. Under the supervision of Mrs. Adkinson, the accom- 
plished wife of the president, the girls do all the cooking and all the 
waiting upon the tables; they set and clear away the tables, they 
wash the dishes, and, in fact, do everything about the kitchen and 
dining-room — and they do it well. Besides this, they do all the laun- 
dry-work for the whole establishment; and all this is performed with 
so little apparent machinery and overseeing that one looks about for 
the controlling force. It is all found in the efficient administration of 
the president and his wife. 

The students, of course, receive a certain amount of compensation 
for the work performed, and not a few of the more than a score who 
are employed are fighting life's battles for themselves, or helping poor 
but self-sacrificing parents to give them an education. There are 
boys and girls here who will be heard from in years to come. They 
are not ashamed of honest poverty, nor are they ashamed to earn their 
bread by straight, hard work. 

In the department of higher education the number of well-prepared 
and earnest students is constantly increasing, and thoroughness of 
scholarship characterizes all the work. In the Normal Department 
the standard is high, and the young men and women who have gone 
out to teach have invariably been highly commended by their patrons 
for their successful work and high character, 

Gilbert Haven School of Theology presents more and more an in- 
viting field for our pastors and young men preparing for the ministry 
to obtain that thorough training which is required to meet the de- 
mands of the times. We very earnestly recommend all our preachers, 
both traveling and local, to avail themselves of these advantages as far 
as possible. 
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In the Music Department a large number is enrolled in instrumental 
music, and three classes in vocal music have been organized under the 
efficient management of Professor J. W. Collett. 

In the English Course the work is carefully looked after by efficient 
teachers, and the young people are receiving the best possible prepara- 
tion for higher studies. 

The Medical Department opened, October 1st, with an enrollment of 
8 for the first year, and 12 for the second year. The course requires 
three years for its completion, and next year we expect to graduate a 
class of which we shall all be proud. A fine building, three stories high, 
containing eighteen rooms, situated on the corner of Canal and Kobin- 
son Streets, has been purchased by Bishop Mallalieu, and will be thor- 
oughly equipped during the coming year. The success and high grade 
of work to be done in the Medical School is assured by the supreme 
faith and magnificent work of our resident Bishop. 

No words can express our sense of obligation to, and our appre- 
ciation of the work of, Bishop Mallalieu. May God spare his life 
until he shall see the completion of this great work, undertaken for the 
glory of God and the good of humanity ! 

In the success of the New Orleans University we recognize the wise 
leadership and unfaltering support of our own beloved fellow-laborer, 
the honored secretary of the Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education 
Society, Eev. J. C. Hartzell, D. D. Recognizing the fact that he is going 
forward with his work in the face of daily increasing demands and an ex- 
hausted treasury, we pledge him our heartiest moral and financial 
support.
